A NEW CLINIC OPENED at MANY FARMS 
On Saturay, May 5, a new clinic was opened at 
Many Farms near Chinle, Arizona. It was blessed by a 
ceremony carried out by a local medicine man and two 
assistants, and dedicated in further speeches ending in 
a feast of mutton and fried bread. The entire dedication 
was suggested, planned and carried out by the Many 
Farms Community, under the leadership of the Council 
Delegate, Mr. Selth Begay. The crowd in attendance was 
estimated at 1,000 persons. 

The clinic is operated by the Cornell University Medical 
School and the New York Hospital who provide the staff 
and a large part of the equipment. The X-ray machine 
and the trailers used as quarters for the personnel were 
provided by the Public Health Service. The Public 



Health Service is working closely with the clinic in the 
development of its program. 

The development of the clinic is an outgrowth of the 
work of the Cornell-New York Hospital doctors who first 
became interested in the Navajo people about four years 
ago when an epidemic of hepatitis (liver disease) broke 
out at Tuba City among the school children^ Dr. Walsh 
McDermott flew to Tuba City as a consultant with regard 
to the epidemic. At that time, Cornell Medical School 
and New York Hospital had developed a drug for the 
treatment of TB. When Dr. McDermott was here he 
noticed that TB was a major health problem among the 
Navajo. At first, they made the drug available to Reser¬ 
vation hospital and the Sanatorium at Fort Defiance, 
Arizona. A little later they became more interested of 
TB here. An agreement was worked out whereby a Cornell 
Doctor took charge of the Fort Defiance Sanatorium to 
work closely with New York Hosiptal in the administra¬ 
tion of the drug treatment to the Navajo patients. The 
Navajo Tribal Council then appropriated $10,000 an¬ 
nually for the last four years as a contribution to the 
drug treatment program and to pay the travel expenses 
of the New York doctors in coming to Fort Defiance 
periodically to supervise the treatment program. It has 
been very successful. 

Dr. Kurt Deuschle is the man in charge of the Many 
Farms clinic project. Dr. Deuschle worked very closely 
with the Tribe during the time he was at Fort Defiance, 
and he has put his experience to good use in planning 
the many Farms clinic. Selecting the location for the 
clinic, and many important phases of its development 
has been the direct results of his work with the Navajo 
Tribal Council Committee on Health and Welfare, Many 
Farms community, the Tribal Chairman and others. Dr. 
Deuschle, Dr. McDermott and other Cornell group look 
forward to continuing this close relationship and coopera¬ 
tion in operating the clinic in the future. 

At the dedication, Vice Chairman Scoutt Preston, Mrs. 
Anna Wauneka and Mr. James Becenti of the Council 
Committee on Health and Welfare, Mr. Robert W. Young, 
representing the General Superintendent of th Navajo 
Reservation, Dr. David Duncan of U. S. Public Health, 
Drs. McDermott and Deuschle, Dr. Hetzrot who is pres¬ 
ently in charge of the clinic, and others addressed the 
people. Members of the clinic staff were also introduced 
so the people would know who they are. Mr. Selth Begay 
acted as master of ceremonies. 

The various speakers stressed the need for close co¬ 
operation between the tribe and clinics in the fight 
against TB. 

Although the new clinic will handle all types of health 
problems, it is primarily concerned with the finding and 
treatment of TB. In the east it has been proven possible 
to treat some of the cases of TB at home without having 
to send the patients to the Sanatorium. An effort will be 
made at Many Farms to treat some types of TB among 
patients in the Many Farms area at home too. However, 
as Mrs. Wauneka pointed out, not all people suffering 
from TB can hope to be treated at home. Some cases 
will still require hospitalization. 

The Many Farms clinic will be a leader in the future 
development of medical facilities by the Public Health 
Service on the Navajo Reservation. It will develop know¬ 
ledge of the health problems, and will work out methods 
of working with those problems which can subsequently 
be used by other clinics.

Mr. Leon Wall, Navajo Reservation Principal, transferr¬ 
ed to Chilocco Indian School in Chilocco, Oklahoma where 
he will occupy the position of Principal.

Mrs. Nell Bibo, Principal of the Shiprock Boarding 
School, has been named as School Superintendent for the 
Bordertown Dormitory Program. Her headquarters will be 
located at Window Rock, Arizona. 

Relocation: 

During March, orders were received for 43 Navajo 
families for year-around employment in section on the 
Union Pacific Railroad. The order is to be filled over a 
period of 3 months and to date, 9 families comprising 
34 persons have left the Reservation in this regard. 

Interest in Relocation continues strong. Problems of 
scheduling departures of relocatees in the Field Offices 
occasion a 30 to 60 day waiting period before relocatees 
can be sent. However, these problems will probably be 
resolved in th next fiscal year. 

On March 15 and 16, personnel of the Navajo Agency 
Branch of Relocation conferred at Window Rock to re¬ 
view the operating procedure of the entire Branch. Walter

J. Knodel, Assistant Chief of the Branch of Relocation 
from the Central Office, and Mr. Stanley D. Lyman, 
Denver Field Relocation Officer, attended the conference. 

On March 20, 21 and 22 several members of the 
staff of the Navajo Agency Branch of Relocation partici¬ 
pated in the joint Arizona-New Mexico State Employ¬ 
ment Service conference in Gallup. This conference was 
concerned especially with Indian workers. 

Welfare: 

During March a total of $18,490 was expended for 
general assistance purpose, and $7,280.76 was expended 
for Child Welfare, including foster home care and tuition 
cost for children in institution designed for the care of 
the handicapped. 

General assistance grants have increased steadily in 
number, many of the applicants being persons between 
the ages of 55 and 56 who are illerate and who can do 
only light types of work. Employment opportunities for 
this category of persons are virtually non-existent, ex¬ 
cept for certain types of seasonal labor in agricultural 
work. The number of applications points up the need for 
the development of job opportunities for this segment of * 
the population which could become self-supprting were 
employment available. 

Law and Order 

During March, the Navajo Courts of Indian Offenses 
processed 671 criminal cases and 46 civil cases, collect¬ 
ing a total of $5,000 fines and Court fees. 


During the same period,Navajo Police assisted in the 
maintenance of law and order at approximately 500 
public assemblies, including Chapter meetings, dances, 
sporting events and other gatherings. The police were 
also called upon to assist in the location of six missing 
persons, for the investigation of two fires, and of 15 
motor vehicle accidents in which one fatality resulted. 

Rev. David A Works, a member of the Commission 
appointed by the Commissioner of Indian Affairs for the 
Study of Alcoholism Among Indians, visited the Navajo 
Agency Branch of Law and Order of February 29, and 
discussed drinking problems with District Captain John 
Benally at Tuba City. Rev. Works was shown all the 
facilities and procedures at Law and Order. 

The Chief of the Navajo Agency Branch of Law and 
Order attended a conference in Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
called by the New Mexico Commission on Indian Affairs, 
for the discussion of drinking especially as it relates 
to law and order and to juvenile delinquency among New 
Mexico Indians. 

A two week Police Training School was completed on 
March 2, with all participants graduating. 

On March 12, Mr. Keller joined the Navajo Agency 
Branch of Law and Order as a Radio Technician. His 
first project was to complete the repair of the repeater 
station at Washington Pass. This station is fundamental 
to the operation of two-way radio system. 

In mid-March, the Branch Chief, District Captains

interviewed 34 Navajo patrolmen who had expressed 
a desire to take the written examination for the position 
of Police Sergeant. The 34 applicants completed their 
oral interviews and have taken the second phase of 
their examination on March 22. 

Branch of Land Operations: 

During March, the Shiprock Nursery delivered more 
than 500,000 Russian Olive and 80,000 Elm trees. A 
50 acre tract adjoining the nursery will be annexed to 
that operation to be used for production of grass seed. 
Stabilization of the nursery tract should reduce the 
amount of dust which is now blown into the Shiprock 
school plant. 


Forestry: 

All timber sale operations have been closed due to 
snow and muddy roads, although marking of timber for 
the coming season has commenced and approximately 
2 million feet been marked. 

Gando has become the first community on the Navajo 
reservation to organize a special Navajo fire fighting 
crew comparable to the other so called "Hot Shot" crews 
on Southwestern Indian Reservations. In view of the fact 
that an early fire season is anticipated locally, the crew 
will prove of great value, and arrangements have been 
made to arrange for the group to participate in the pool 
of fire fighters who fly tb forest fires located outside 
the Navajo area.

SHERMAN DAY 

Sherman Institute observed its ninth annual "Sher¬ 
man Day" open house to the public on Wednesday, 
April 4, 1956. The doors were opened 9 a.m. to friends 
and visitors in order to furnish them an opportunity to 
see what the more than 900 Navajo and Papago children 
of New Mexico and Arizona are doing in the process 
of acquiring an education. 

As a special "Sherman Day" attraction, reservation 
life activities such as rug weaving, hair dressing, dancing, 
frying bread, corn grinding, Indian dances and all In¬ 
dian band were featured in the afternoon. During the 
morning hours visitors had the opportunity of seeing the 
children go through regular school routine in the class¬ 
rooms, shops, and home economics laboratories. 

Student guides were made available at the registration 
booth located near Sherman's main entrace at 9010 
Magnolia Avenue. As visitors arrived they were divided 
into small groups and taken on tours to all parts of the 
school plant. They observed the methods of instruction in 
the classrooms and shops. 

Sherman Institute is one of the non-reservation In¬ 
dian boarding schools operated by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment for over-age children who have had little or no 
schooling before they enrolled. The Special Five-Year 
Program is designed to teach the necessary steps of 
academic education and the basic skills of a vocation. 
This program has three primary phases: Preparation 
and training while in school. Placement in desirable jobs 
after graduation and a closely superivsed follow-up 
program after placement on the job.

COOPER RETIRES AS INDIAN BUREAU'S AREA 
DIRECTOR AT BILLINGS 

Retirement of John M. Cooper on March 31 from the 
position of area director of the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
at Billings, Mont., was announced today by Commissioner 
Glenn L. Emmons. 

In making the announcement Commissioner Emmons 
paid tribute to Mr. Cooper's record of service with the 
Bureau over the past 21 years. This included two years as 
area director at Billings, three years and six months in 
comparable positions at Aberdeen, S. Dak., and Ana- 
darko, Oklahoma, and one as director of Indian Bureau 
participation in Missouri River Basin Investigation. 

Prior to 1950 he had assignments as director of the 
Bureau's Southwest Range and Sheep Breeding Labora¬ 
tory, Fort Wingate, N. Mex.; assistant superintendent 
of the Navajo Agency, Window Rock, Arizona; and 
superintendent of the Wind River Agency, Fort Washakie, 
Wyo. Before joining the Bureau, he worked with the 
United States Department of Agriculture for 14 years 
on Sheep breeding and allied research programs. He 
was born in 1899 at Canyon, Texas, and is a graduate 
in animal husbandry from the University of California. 


After March 31 ,Milton A. Johnson, who has been a 
member of the Billings staff for the past 13 years and 
assistant area director since 1954, will serve as acting 
area director until further notice.

SNOWBOUND HORSE 

Last February two horses were discovered from an 
airplane high up in the mountains in a deep snow 
near Buena Vista, Colorado. Shortly after the horses were 
spotted one of them disapeared. He apparently died from 
hunger and exposure and was buried under deep snow¬ 
drifts. 

Since th^ discovery, the Colorado Humane Society, 
has be feeding the horse by plane. The horse was named 
Elijah after the Old Testament prophet who was fed 
by ravens in the wilderness. No one seems to know how 
Elijah and the other horse became trapped high up in the 
mountains. Later two wolves were seen hanging around 
near Elijah. The fliers came back later and shot one 
of the wolves from the plane. The other wolf dis¬ 
appeared. 

A party of five men were organized by the Denver 
•Post to reach Elijah the second week in April. The group 
reached the stranded horse atop a 12,800 foot ridge, 
Thursday, April 12, Elijah really turned out to be Bugs, 
a 13, year old mountainwise packhorse. Bugs is owned 
by Bill and Al Turner, Buena Vista packtrip guides. Bugs 
was known as a peculiar old horse who hated women in 
skirts. The climbing party said they found the horse to 
be in good condition and able to feed on grass that is 
exposed in his lofty little meadow. 

Ben Jorgensen, humane society officer, issued a notice 
to the rescue party not to try to lead the horse down 
the mountain. Such an attempt might be dangerous 
since the snowdrifts in some places are as much as 
60 feet deep. The humane society will continue to feed 
Bugs by plane and will arrange for its rescue when the 
warm weather clears away some of the snowdrifts.
